Ben Jones Killed 
Sunday at Odessa 


Ben Jones. 55-year-old Coman­ 
che trucker, was killed almost 
instantly in Odessa Sunday, May 
19. when he was struck by a car. 
Mr Jones was standing behind 
his truck, selling a watermelon 
to a nne year old Odessa boy j 
when the automobile struck them, j 
The boy was also killed. 
The car Involved in the fatal 
crash was driven by an 82-year- 
old Odessa man. relatives of Mr.' 
Jones said. Mrs. Loke Barnes, Co- j 
manche, daughter of Mr. Jones.1 
said 
that information reaching 
the family, revealed that the driv­ 
er of the car crashing into the 
local trucker, had also been in­ 
volved in two other previous a c -. 
cidents which claimed the lives of 
three people, the latest occuring 
only five months ago, when a man 
was killed. The car. which ran 
Into the rear of Mr. Jones truck, 
was badly wrecked. Odessa officers 
inve.stigated the fatal crash, but 
j had made no arrests by Monday 
| morning, according to word re­ 
ceived here.

"We are gratified that efficient 
management and increased use of 
service by our customers makes 
this reduction in electric service

rates passible, even though prac­ 
tically all other commodities and 
»services are following an upward 
trend in prices," Mr. Murphey 
said. "This reduction is a part of 
a general rate reduction through­ 
out the area .served by the com­ 
pany, which, wiien completed this 
year, will save the customers of 
the company more than $1,000,000 
annually. 
“We are simply following our 
custom of giving voluntary rate 
reductions when the company’s 
volume of business, diversifica­ 
tion, and other conditions make 
such reductions possible. It has 
always been the continuing policy

Even Crops Can Tell You 


4,. When They're Hungry 


A f a r m r w i t h t h e 
“ know-how” can spot, 
at a glance, evidence of 
starvation in his grow­ 
ing crops, ami remedy 
it. You will find it prof­ 
itable to learn the signs of "hidden hunger’* in your 
crops, whether you are selling them as cash crops 
or using them as fet’d for livestock. Once you have 
learned to understand the "sign language” of plants, 
you can o fte n tell just by looking at a growing plant 
whether it is drawing from the soil all the nitrogen, 
phosphorus, potash and other elements it must have 
to produce healthy, high-yielding crops. 
A deficiency in these essential elements will nfTect 
the plant’s appearance in some way which will tell 
you just what is short. Here are some of the hun­ 
ger signs” in corn, for example: 
• Yellowish-green leaves and stunted growth in­ 
dicates nitrogen deficiency. 
• Tips of leaves gummed togetlier indicates cal­ 
cium deficiency. 
• Purple color in loaves indicates photphom * de­ 
ficiency. 
• Bottom leaves dead; yellow striping between 


veins of upper leaves (condition known as 
” white-bud” ) indicates zinc deficiency. 
• Scorching along the edges of leaves indicates 
potash deficiency. 
• Regular yellowish-white stripes op leaves indi­ 
cate magnesium deficiency. 
Other crops also show “hunger signs” which can be 
recognized at a glance if you know their sign lan­ 
guage. Your county agent or vocational agricultural 
teacher can tèll you alxmt them or advise you about 
books or bulletins which give detailed information. 
Because of their thorough understanding of soil and 
crop conditions in your district, they are the men U> 
answer your q u e s tio n s . Both are ready and able to 
help you. They know the signs of crop m alnutrition 
and can give you valuable advice.

There’s agriculture-industry and the Uve- 
stock-meat industry, for example. These combinations 
cannot be split into separate sections, because all parte 
of each are dependent on the others. 'Hie production of 
livestock and the preparation and distribution of meat 
are as inseparable as strawberry-shortcake. When pro­ 
ducers prosper, meat packers prosper. When one suffers 
constant loss, the other must suffer also. Those of us in 
the livestock-meat industry have mutual interests, and 
we work together toward a common goal.

BETTER FARMERS FROM 
OUR HIGH SCHOOLS

By training the farmers of tomorrow 
in new farming methods, vocational 
agriculture is doing much to assure 
America the most productive and 
progressive agriculture in the world. 
Teachers of vocational agriculture have worked for almost 
thirty years to pre pats youth for the practice of better 
farming. Over 8000 U. S. high schools now have voca­ 
tional agriculture departments. Broad courses of study 
nre offered to in-school farm boys, and short., intensive 
courses nre open to farmers of all ages. Many schools 
operate farms or observation plots in which students are 
able to practice what they are taught. The program is 
productive as well as instructional. 
In the Pacific and Intermountain regions, vocational 
agriculture is taught to 30,000 high school boys. 64 high 
schools in these areas ojierate farms totaling 2,646 acres. 
The 1945 production record of the school farms and of 
students on their home farms is a tribute to the skill 
and tike spirit of both the young farmers and their 
teachers. In 1945, vocational agriculture students in the 
Pacififl and Intermountain regions produced 9,000 beef 
cattle. 11,400 dairy cattle. 19,500 sheep, 44,800 hogs, 
68,000 chickens, 40,000 turkeys, and raised over 25,000 
acres of field crops, fruits and vegetables.
